MANAGERS’ REPOTT. 


o His Excellency, A. W. RANDALL, 
Governor of the State of Wisconsin ; 


The Managers of tho State Reform School in submitting this 
their Second Annual Report, must say that their confident expec- 
tations have not been realized in the number of inmates reecived 
in the institution since our last report, and we confess to disap- 
pointment in the exhibit herein mado showing tho same numbor of 
pupils as on the first January last, to wit: 40. Tho law of last 
winter should be amended so that the institution is supported by 
the State, or it should be abandoned altogether. Boys of twelve 
years of ago have been sent to jail for stealing, to herd with har- 
dened criminals and be educated in crime, because it would be less 
expense to the county to keep them there a short time than to send 
them to tho Reform School and pay for their support‘during min- 
ority ; and others have been saved from the State Prison only by 
our carnest solicitation and promise that we would urge upon the 
Legislature the repeal of the law making the counties pay for 
their support. We hesitate not to say that unless that law is 
changed the institution must prove a failure, and the expense of 
carrying it on should be saved to the State by abandoning it alto- 
gether. On the other hand, the repeal of sections 2, 8, 4 and 5, 
of chapter 236 laws of 1861, would leave the institution in a posi- 
sition to fully meet the expectations of its most sanguine friends. 

We earnestly call attention to the report of our Superintendent, 
and particularly to the part relating to that subject. No man in 
the State has more at heart the welfare of the persons committed 
to his charge than Dr. Barrett, and all his suggestions are worthy 
of careful consideration. 

We might add much more in favor of the repeal of these sec- 
tions, and request you to call the attention of the Legislature to 
this subject particularly, in connection with the institution:

The roport of our Superintendent is so full in relation to the 
buildings and improvements, that it is not deemed necessary to en- 
ter into further details here. te 

The cost of supporting tho Institution since the date of last 
repart is large for the number of scholars therein. The pay of 
officers and employees is nearly as great with 40 as it would be 
with 100 scholars, and consequently the proportional expense of 
40 is much greater than double the number would be, The extra 
expense incident to building helps to swell the amount for sala- 
ries, and we paid larger salaries in expectation of an increase of 
scholars. We did at our last meeting make such arrangements as 
will reduce our expenses in the item of salaries seven hundred 
dollars the ensuing year. With the completion of the shops and 
barn we shall be able to cut off other items of expense, and we 
think, with proper economy, an appropriation of six thousand 
dollars will be sufficient for the ensuing year. 

The exchange of land authorized by chapter 237, laws of 1861, 
has been agreed upon; but owing to a mistake in making out the 
papers the deeds have not yet been executed. It is expected to 

, be completed finanally in a short time. 

The Managers take pleasure in bearing testimony to the zeal 
and earnestness of Dr. Barrett, and his whole family, in the wel- 
fare and management of the school; and our entire satisfaction 
with Mr. Danner, Assistant Superintendent.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


To the Board of Managers of the State Reform School : 


GENTLEMEN—In the revised act for the government and man- 
agement of the State Reform School, passed at the last session of 
the Legislature, it was provided that the annual report of the in- 
stitútiun should be made on or before the 10th day. of October. 
This makes the period, since the date of the last report, only nine 
months, and but fourteen since the opening of the school. 

In presenting this the SECOND ANNUAL REPORT, I have thought 
it proper to embrace in the statistical tables given, the facts relat- 
ing to all of the inmates received, and to include in the general 
survey, the whole time since the school has been in operation.

Of the six that have been recommitted, only three were guilty 


of any offence. Three were originally committed for only six 


months, and returning to their former associates without any em- 
ployment, they were soon led into crime. One of the others was 
an orphan, was committed for only six months, and on the expira- 
tion of his sentence, was sent back to the school in preference to 
the other alternative, the county poor house. The other two were 
better boys, whose parents were utterly incompetent to provide 
for them, and consequently were recommitted until a suitable 
home could be found. A few days afterwards, the oldest boy was 
placed in a good family; the other remains in the school.

The above table gives the employment of the boys only. The 
girls do all of the washing and ironing, the work in the family 
rooms and kitchen, and part of the work in the domitories. 

It was made my duty by the act past at the last session of the 
Legislature, to charge to each of. the several counties from whom 
inmates were received, one dollar per week for the care and main- 
tenance of each one remaining in the school; and to make out 
and transmit quarterly an account of the same to the clerk of the 
Board or Supervisors of such counties. In compliance with the 
provisions of the law, I made out the several accounts due for the 
quarter ending July 31st, 1861, of which the following is an ab- 
stract :

Of this amount nothing has been received from any county. 
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The amounts due from the several counties for the quarter ending 
Oct.31, will be something less, provided no more inmatesare received. 

The act above referred to, also provided that each county shall 
pay the expenses of commitment, and all costs incurred for the 
recovery of those who may escape from the schoo!. No charge 
has been made to any county under the last specification. 

Since the passage of the law, April 18, 1861, only nineteen in- 
mates have been committed to the school; of this number only sixteen 
now remainin theschool; three having been discharged on “ ticket 
of leave ” and placed in good families. By referring to table No. 
1 it will be scen that only forty remain in school at date of this 
report. Twenty-four of these were committed previous to the pas- 
sage of the new act, and their several terms of sentence will ex- 
pire as follows :

However plausible these provisions of the act may have appeared 
to those by whose agency they were introduced, itis evident they 
have operated to the injury of the Institution. To this cause 
mainly must be referred the diminution in the number of commit- 
ments, thus closing the doors of the most important public charity 
of the State against a class of homeless and friendless wanderers 
who are daily perishing for admission, and for whose benefit most 
ample accommodations have been provided. The whole law is ren- 
dered inoperative by those sections taxing the counties. Vagrants 
go un-cared for and the incorrigible and vicious fail to be arrested 
in their downward course. Courts and magistrates refuse to com- 
mit to the school because of the expense incurred to the county, 
and children who are drawn into the pathway of crime by corrupt 
associates, are immured in the jail with hardened and mature crim- 
inals to complete the work of demoralization. 

Reform Schools should most certainly be public institutions. 
They are designed for a class of persons who have no “local habi- 
tation,” and scarcely a name. The delinquent wanders from place 
to place, homeless, friendless ; pilfering as he goes oftentimes from 
necessity, and if he finds his way into the cities and large towns, 
itis because there is more to satisfy the cravings of his prurient 
imagination, and because he finds there a wider field for the exer- 
cise of his overgrown and uncontrolable propensities. It is man- 
ifestly unjust to subject any county or town to a specific tax for 
his support merely because he happensto be found a vagrantin the 
streets.* Nor should advantage be taken of the fact, so geueral 


. *Iwo boys, last convicted, ran away from their homes,"one from Colum- 
bus and the other from Mayville, found their way to Milwaukee, were ar- 
rested as vagrants and sent to the school by the Municipal Court. Under 
the law Milwaukee County is taxed for their support.

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as to become one of the laws of growth, that poverty with her al- 
most inseparable concomitance, indolence and vice, fill up most of 
the lanes and alleys of our large towns and cities. 


THE FARM, 


It will be noticed from table No. 9, that eighteen boys have 
been employed on the farm, This number includes all who have 
been thus employed during the year; the average number being 
only about eight. 

The following is a statement of the labor performed the pres- 
ent seagon : 

Forty loads of manure hauled from the village of Waukesha, one 
and a half miles. 

Seven acres of land plowed and planted with cor n. ` 

Four acres of land plowed and sown with oats. 

Three acres of garden cultivated. 

Four acres of land broke up and planted with potatoes and beans. 

One hundred and fifty rods of fence built, (posts three feet in the 
ground). 

Twenty-five tons of hay cut and secured. 

One hnudred and twenty cords of wood sawed and split. 

In addition to this we have done a large amount of general work 
on the farm, removing underbrush from woods and hedges, and 
making improvements in the grounds. Six or eight of the boys 
worked in the harvest field for Mr. Walton, thus paying for the 
use of his reaper in cutting the oats, his own services and team in- 
cluded. The crops have been more than an average for this sec- 
tion: especiallyfthe products of the garden, upon which the ma- 
nure was applied. All of the tables have been ‘furnished liberal- 
ly with vegetables, the latter part of the season. It is very, de- 
sirable that a large amount of land should be placed under culti- 
vation. Should the inmates increase a much larger number could 
be employed on the farm, and the produce made to contribute 
largely to the support of the institution. I would employ in the 
shops only a sufficient number to mect the wants of the inmates, 
while the large proportion should be placed in suitable companies in 
the field, and taught the practical principles of agriculture. The 
mental and moral, as well as the physical, advantages here obtained 
over every other pursuit, are apparent even to the most careless 
observer. Besides, suitable homes can be much more readily ob- 
tained for boys on the farm than for those in the shops. The plan 
of building small farm houses with accomodations for fifteen or 
twenty boys, is fast abtaining favor with the friends of reform, 
and promises to mark a new era in the history of these institu- 
tions. Certain it is, that classification renders the means of re- 
form more efficient, by bringing the inmates more directly into the 
family relation, and under “wholesome parental contral, the want 
of which is by far the most frequent cause of juvenile delinquency. 
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IMPROVEMENTS. 


Four boys have worked with the carpenter most of the time 
since the first of April. During the first two months they were 
employed in making repairs and shelving, making a large book-: 
ease for the office, and putting up a temporary building, 14x24, 
for a shoe shop. The new building for woodshed and three shops, 
64x20, with 20 feet posts, was commenced about the middle of 
June. All of the work, including the foundation, has been per- 
formed by the boys, under the direction of Mr. Morris Williams, 
the carpenter. The building is nearly completed, and will be 
ready for use as soon as the masonwork can be done. 

We have commenced the work upon the barn. The cellar, 26x 
30, has been dug 54 feet deet, and all of the timber hauled to the 
ground. A well has also been dug by two boys, alone, to the 
depth of water, nine feet. Those who are acquainted with our 
soil, a stiff clayey loam with a substratum of hard gravel and 
stones, will readily understand the amount of labor required, not 
only in these excavations, but in the fencing built. All of the 
lumber used has been hauled from the depot, two or three boys 
often going down with the team. 

SHOE SHOP. 

As soon as the spring opened a temporary building was erected 
fora shoc-shop. During the summer an average of six boys have 
been employed. 

The following is a statement of the expenses incurred since the 
date of the last report, and of the amount of labor performed :

It must be remembered that those employed in the shop were 
boys wholly unacquainted with the work and utterly destitute of 
any habits of industry ; consequently, much of the time of the over- 
seer was spent in the supervision of the work and in giving in- 
struction. Besides several of the boys were committed for only 
six months, and were discharged before any great proficiency was 
made in the trade. I have no doubt but another year, with more 
permanent inmates, the shop will nearly support itself, if not in- 
deed become a source of income to the school. 


. 
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TAILOR SHOP, 


The same difficulty has been experienced in this as in the shoe- 
shop, namely, the short period of time which any boy could be em- 
ployed. Some of them, however, have made very commendable 
proficiency, doing the work in a neat and substantial manner. All - 
of the clothing for the inmates and family has been made in the 
* shop, besides a considerable amount of outside work. A very 
large amount of mending has been done of which itis impossible 
to make any correct estimate. It is proposed during the winter, 
to take in a larger amount of outside work, which will materially 
diminish the expenses as well as furnish greater facilities for ac- 
quiring the trade. 


GOVERNMENT AND MANAGEMENT. 


The same general system of management has been followed dur 
ing the past nine months, which was inaugurated at first. The 
inmates have continued steadily to improve in deportment as well 
as in habits of study and industry. The hours of labor are the 
same as stated in the last report, being five hours in the summer, 
and four and one-half in the winter. Four hours are devoted to 
school purposes every day, two in the morning and two in the 
afternoon. Some of the boys have improved rapidly in their 
studies, and it is believed the whole school will compare favorably 
with almost any other, in the attainments made both in scholar- 
ship and deportment. I refer you to the accompanying report of 
my assistant in charge of the school which is full and explicit. 

Our system of grades is carefully revised every month, and 
more distinctions are made, and consequently more inducements 
offered for the attainment of the higher classes. We have used 
the lower corridor hall for a dining room for the boys in the first 
grade, which allows of more distinction at the table, and the fre- - 
quent introduction of side dishes, which are highly prized. Boys 
in the Grade of Honor, eat with the family. 


RECREATIONS, AMUSEMENTS AND TRUSTS. 


It has been our aim to furnish such amusements and to allow 
such recreations as would best promote the healthy development 
of the mind as well as the body. A portion of the time each day 
is given for play, and the whole afternoon of each Saturday. The 
school room is also opened from three‘o’clock until five every 
Saturday afternoon, and paper furnished to all those who wish to 
write to their firiends. Boys that are unable to write, avail them- 
selves of the services of those who can, and many letters are writ- 
ten, not only to their homes, but to the different members of the 
family. This correspondence is encouraged, as it affords a good 
opportunity for communicating more instruction, and often opens 
an avenue to hearts that might not otherwise be reached. 

Boys in the first grade are allowed to go anywhere on the 
grounds belonging to the institution. Thirty-six boys have been 
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thus promoted, and in only one instance have any betrayed the 
trust reposed in them. Boys, in this grade, go to the village on 
errands, bring the mail, and are often entrusted with money to 
make purchases for the house—not a single case of unfaithfulness 
has occurred. Highteen boys have been permitted to go home 
and visit their friends, most of them in the city of Milwaukee, 
usually spending one night, but in every instance they have re- 
turned promptly to their engagement. ; 

On the Fourth of July the whole school with a few invited 
guests held a most delightful “ pic nie’ in the grove, with exercis- 
es appropriate for the day. This mode of celebration, although 
new to most of the inmates, was highly enjoyed, and all returned 
with many expressions of preférence over the old custom of fire- 
crackers and gunpowder demonstration. 

During the winter, one evening of each week is devoted to amus- 
ments. Music is often introduced and its softening and elevating 
influence is apparent upon every inmate. One evening is also oc- 
cupied with familiar lectures upon common things, in which the 
elementary principles of philosophy and chemistry are frequently 
illustrated: as well as the principles of physiology and the laws of 
hygeine explained and enforced. 


BAND OF HOPE. 


Early in the winter we formed a Temperance organization known 
as the Band of Hope. All of the inmates have become members 
of the society. During the winter we hold our meetings every 
Thursday evening and the exercises are usually sustained with 
much interest. The meetings are conducted by the inmates them- 
selves, the officers being of their own number, chosen every two 
weeks, and they have proved of great value, not only in learning 
the mode of conducting public meetings, but in furnishing a moral 
force which we could obtain in no other way, against one of the 
most inveterate habits of these youth, that of profane swearing. 
Every violation of the pledge is required to be reported at each 
meeting, and the degree of conscientiousness manifested in these 
reports is sometimes surprising. We depend mainly upon volun- 
tary confessions, and a renewal of the pledge is permitted at each 
mecting, A medal is given to those who keep the whole pledge 
three months. Twenty three of the inmates have been thus re- 
warded. Some succeed only after repeated trials, and those whose 
mouths were once ‘full of cursing and bitterness,” now speak 
forth the words of kindness and love. Last spring over thirty of 
the members attended a meeting of the Band of Hope of Wauke- 
sha, and soon after their visit was returned by nearly two hundred 
children of the village. This interchange of sympathies and good 
wishes had a most happy influence on the whole school. 


SABBATH EXERCISES. 


Our exercises on the Sabbath have been the same through the 
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year as stated in the last report. After the devotional exercises,» 
papers are distributed which occupies the time until the morning” 
service which commences at halt past ten. In the afternoon the Sab 
bath School is held as usual, An increasing degree of interest and. 
attention has been manifested in these exercises, and no where is the - 
` improvement of the inmates more marked than in their deportment . 
during the whole of the Sabbath. Several have committed a large: 
number of verses in the testament. On the first of April a bible: 
was offered to the one in each class who would commit the greatest. - 
number of verses during the following three months. Fourteen: 
bibles were given and the number of verses committed were as fol- 
lows: 1,727, 2,500, 966, 850, 1,182, 663, 246, 221, &e. Several.: 
of these boys could not read when they entered the school. 

Our thanks are due to several friends in Waukesha who have as- 
sisted us in these exercises, particularly to Mrs. O. Z. Olin and 
Miss Douglass, who have seldom failed to be present in our Sab- 
bath School. “Mrs. G, E. Sickles has also frequently rendered us 
important aid in our morning service. We also acknowledge with 
pleasure a donation of about eighty testaments from the Waukesha. 
County Bible Society. We have had during the year fifteen copies 
of the Sunday School Banner aud ten copies of the Well Spring. 
This number is none too great, and I would earnestly recommend 
a continuance of the same. No. better Sabbath reading can be 
found for these children 


RESULTS. 


Forty-one inmates have left the school—thirty-two boys and 
nine girls. This number includes all of those who were commit- 
ted for a period less than one year. The following table presents 
such facts as I have been able to obtain of those who have been: 
discharged :

Of the ten who remained in the school one year, five have homes 
provided and are doing well ; two have recently left of whom there 
is some doubt; one of these was doing well; one is reported bad; 
one escaped, and two have not been heard from. The remaining 
four were under 14 years of age. They are placed in good families 
and are all doing well. 

The above table shows most clearly the importance of provid- 
ing suitable homes for the inmates, before they are permitted to 
leave the school. I am confident that at least three of those who 
went back to their old associations, might have been saved if I 
could have found a good place for them in the country. The dis- 
charged inmate, however great his reformation, should never be 
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-permitted to mingle with the scenes of his former delinquency. 
‘His only safety lies in escaping entirely from the corrupting influ- 
-ence of vicious companions. 

We have been favored with a remarkable degree of health ever 
since. tle opening ofthe school. With the exception of one case of 
fever, which was of short duration, there has been no sickness, 
beyond a mere temporary indisposition, which required very little 
if any medication. It has heen our aim to enforce the observance 
-of correct hygiene rules, and perhaps the physicial improvement 
-of the inmates has been more marked than the mental or moral. 

Ti is a matter of deep regret that the decrease in the number of 
inmates, renders it necessary to dispense with the services of my 
‘assistant, Mr. E. V. H. Danner. He has been employed since 
the first of April, and I cheerfully record my testimony of his 
fidelity and devotion to the interests of the school. We part with 
him with the hope that a more prosperous condition of the school 
may demand and secure his services. 

We acknowledge, with pleasure, the reception of a large bundle 
of pamphlets, tracts and papers from Mr. W. P. Lynde, of Mil- 
waukee. The inmates have access to the files of all of the papers 
and magazines taken by the family. The daily papers are read 
by a large number, and much valuable information is thus ob- 
tained, as well as habits of general reading formed. 

In concluding this report, permit me to express my obligations 
to you, gentlemen of the Board, for the interest you have mani- 
fested in the progress of the school; and especially to the execu- 
tive committee, who by their frequent visits have done much to 
encourage us in our difficult and responsible work. What the fu- 
ture will reveal as the results of our labor, it is impossible to 
determine. In some cases, great expectations have been raised 
only to be disappointed; while in others, apparently hopeless 
ones, have steadily advanced to a high grade of moral deportment. 
We have gone forth sowing precious seed; when the full sheaves 
will be gathered, is known only to Him, whose blessing is essen- 
tial to all permanent good.

Spelling and defining have been made constant and regular exer- 


cises in the school, and the improvement of the scholars in each of 
these particulars has been marked and commendable. 

One evening of each week has been devoted to various rhetorical 
exercises, and their beneficial effects are observable both in the 
great ease and gracefulness ofthe pupils’ movements, and in a great- 
ly increased degree of confidence and self-reliance,—which latter 
trait of character i8 to be most assiduously cultivated,—as well as 
in the more general culture of the mental faculties. 

Frequent reviews, with occasional examinations, have been rigid- 
ly carried out, which have served as an incentive to thoroughness 
and faithfulness in the preparation of lessons. In all the training 
and instruction given in the school, such a course has been adopt- 
ed as would conduce to the most rapid, systematic and thorough 
development of all the powers of the mind. 

2RS 
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For the purpose of enhancing interest, a variety of exercises 
has been introduced, yet not so great as to be incompatible with 
the correct understanding of all subjects taken up. A class in 
calisthenics, under the direction of Miss Helen A. Barrett, has 
added materially to the vivacity of the school, served to quicken 
flagging energy, and give a brief and pleasant respite to the 
fatagued powers of the mind. 

Every exercise is made to tend toward the moral as well as in- 
tellectual improvement of the pupil. And if there is one who is 
inclined to be skeptical as to the possibility of quickening mental 
perception and awakening moral sensibility in those who have 
heretofore beem entire strangers to such training, we have but to 
refer him to some of those scholars who have been discharged whe 
came here ignorant, almost of their letters, and depraved, but who 
are now earnest seekers after truth, and will compare favorably 
with the scholars in any of our public schools.

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CHAPTER 236. i 


AN ACT for the government and management of the State Reform School, 
and to repeal Chapter 189 of the Revised Statutes, entitled “ Of the House 
of Refuge.” : 

The People of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and As- 
sembly, do enact as follows : 


Section 1, The state reform school at Waukesha, in the county 
of Waukesha, shall be the place of confinement and instruction of 
all male children under the age of fifteen years, and of all female 
children under the age of fourteen years, who shall be legally com- 
mitted to the state reform school as vagrants, or on conviction for 
any criminal offense, by any court having competent authority to 
make such commitment. 

Srction 2. From and after the first day of May, one thousand 
eight hundred and sixty-one, the superintendent of the state re- 
form school shall charge to each of the several counties in this 
state, in a book provided by him for that purpose, the sum of one 
dollar per week for the care and maintenance of each person re- 
maining in said state reform school, or who may thereafter be re- 
ceived into said state reform school, from each of such counties 
respectively ; and each of such counties shall be required to pay te 
the treasurer of said school such aggregate amount as shall be 
charged to such{county for the purpose aforesaid, at such times 
and in such manner as is hereinafter provided: provided, that the 
costs of original commitment of such person to said state reform 
school shall be chargeable to the county from which the person 
committed to said school is sent; and provided, further, that it 
shall be the duty of the superintendent of said state reform school 
to procure the arrest and return of any person escaping therefrom; 
and it shall also be the duty of any justice of the peace, marshal 
or constable, upon information of such escape, to arrest and return 
any such fugitive as above mentioned ; the costs being chargeable 
to the county from whence such escaping person was originally 
sent. 

Srction 3, The superintendent of said state reform school shall 
quarterly make out and transmit to the clerk of the board of su- 
pervisors of each of the several counties, an account, setting forth 
the amount which may then be due from such county for the quar- 
ter immediately preceding ; which account shall set forth the name 
of each person for whom such account is rendered, the number of 
weeks such person has been in such school during said quarter, and 
the amount eharged for each of such persons respectively ; and such 
account shall be eertified by the said superinrendent to be correct 
as therein stated. It shall be the duty of the clerk of the board of 
supervisors of each of the several counties in this state, immediate- 
ly upon the receipt of such account from said superintendent, to 
draw and deliver to said superintendent an order on the county 
. treasury in favor of the treasurer of said school, for the amount so 
charged against such county by said superintendent. 
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SECTION 4. It shall be the duty of the treasurer of said state 
reform school to collect all such amounts as may be charged to the 
several counties, and report as aforesaid; and the said treasurer 
shall enter to the oredit of the said reform school, the amount thus 
collected and received from the counties ; and such funds shall be 
used in defraying the current expenses for the support of the said 
reform school. The said treasurer shall set torth, in detail, all 
sums received by him from each of the several counties, in his an- 
nual report to the board of trustees of the said school; and such 
report shall be appended by the said board to their annual report. 

SECTION 5. It shall be the duty of the treasnrer of the state 
reform school, on or before the first day of October, one thousand 
eight hundred and sixty-two, and annually thereafter, to report to 
the secretary of state, for the purpose mentioned in this act, in all 
cases where counties have neglected or refused to pay the same, 
as by this act required; and the secretary of state shall add the ` 
amount due from any such county to the state tax apportioned to 
such county ; and such money shall be collected and paid into the 
state treasury for the use of the said state reform school. In all 
cases when any such amount due from any county has been put 
into the state tax assessed against such county, the clerk of the 
board of supervisors shall levy the same on the property of the 
county, in conjunction with the state tax apportioned to such coun- 
ty, to be collected in like manner and with the other state taxes. 
And whenever such tax shall have been levied and collected, the 
superintendent of the said state reform school shall, in cach such 
case, balance the account on which the same was based. 

Section 6. The state reform school shall be under the con- 
trol and management of the board of managers heretofore appoint- 
ed by the governor, and who may hereafter be appointed by the 
governor to fill any vacancies that may occur in said board. The 
terms of office of the persons hereafter appointed, exeept when 
the appointment is for an unexpired term, shall commence on the 
first Tuesday of March, and shall continue for three years. The 
board shall be devided into three classes, so that the term of of- 
fice of one class shall expire in each year. 

SECTION 7, Such managers shall have power to make rules, reg- 
ulations, ordinances and by-laws for the government, discipline 
and management of the state reform school, and the inmates thereof 
as to them may seem just and proper : provided, that such rules and 
by-laws shall be in accordance with the constitution of this state 
and the constitution of the United States; and they shall have 
power to place the children committed to their care, during the 
minority of said children, at such employments, and cause them to: 
be instructed in such branches of useful knowledge, as shall be 
suited to their years and capavities; and they shall have power in 
their discretion to bind out the said children, with their consent 
or the consent of their parents or guardians, if they have any, 
as apprentices or servants during their minority, to such persons 
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and at such places, to learn such proper trades and employments, 
as in their judgments will be most for their reformation. and 
amendment, and-the future benefit of such children: provided, that 
the charge and power of said managers upon and over: the said 
children shall not extend, in the case of females, beyond the age 
of eighteen years: and provided, also, that the religious opinions 
of the inmates shall not be interferred with. 

Section 8. The said managers shall appoint a-superintendent 
of said state reform school and such officers as they may deem 
necessary for the interest of the institution, with a view to the ac- 
complishment of the object of its establishment and economy of 
its management; and the said managers shall make out a detailed 
report to the governor of the performance of their duty, on or before 
the tenth day of October in each year, which report shall contain 
a statement of the number of persons in the school at the com- 
mencement of the year, the number received during the year, and 
what disposition was made of ‘them or of any that may have beeu 
in the institution at the commencement of the year, together with 
all such fasts and statements as they may deem necessaryto com- 
municate ; which report shall be laid before the legisiature by the 
governor. : 

SECTION 9. All and singular the provisions contained in the 
chapter of the revised statutes entitled ‘ Of masters and appren- 
tices,” shall apply to the apprentices and servants, and the per- 
sons to whom they shall be bourtd under and by virtue of this act ; 
and every minor so bound and the officers binding him and his 
master, shall be subject to all the provisons of said chapter. 

Ssction 10. The courts and several magistrates in any county 
in the state may, in their discretion, sentence to the state reform 
school any such male or female who may be convicted before them 
as a vagrant, or of any petit laceney or misdemeanor; and the sev- 
eral courts may also, in their discretion, send to said state reform 
school any such male or female who may be convicted before them 
of any offence which, under the existing laws, would be punisha- 
ble by imprisonment in the state prison; provided, in all cases, the 
term of commitment shall not be less, in the case of males, than 
to the age of twenty-one years, and in the case of females, than 
to the age of eighteen years. 

SECTION 11. The mariagers of the state reform school shall 
have power, in their discretion, to restore any person duly commit- 
ted to said school,‘to the care of his or her parents or guardian þe- 
fore the expiration of their minority, if in their judgment it would 
be most for the future benefit and advantage of such person. 

SECTION 12. The courts and several magistrates in any county 
in the state shall “also have power to commit to the state reform 
school any male or female child, under the ages specified in section 
_ one of this act, upon complaint and due proof made to said court 
or magistrate by the parent or guardian of such child, that by rea- 
son of incorrigible or vicious conduct, such child is beyond the con- 
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trol and power of such parent or guardian, and that a due regard 
for the morals and future welfare of such child manifestly require 
that he or she should be committed to the guardianship of the 
managers of said state reform school. 

SECTION 13. The governor shall visit the state reform school 
once at least in each year, and make such suggestions in regard to 
the management, government and discipline of the institution ‘as 
he may deem for the interest of the same. 

Suction 14. Chapter 189 of the revised statutes, entitled “ Of 
the house of refuge,” and all other acts or parts of acts 4nconsis- 
tent with the provisions of this act, are hereby repealed. 

Sxcorion 15. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage.
